New York, April 30.—A break seem* 
at last to have come in tho Sunday 
school 
international 
lesson 
school 
scheme. 
Since Tuesday of this week 
Sunday school experts representing all 
religious bodies in the U nited States 
and Canada, and all 
lesson experts, 
have been in conference in this city. 
For many years the demands upon 
the international comm ittee to change 
the scheme have been mauy, but since 
1893 the universality of the lessons have 
been continuous and now about 13,OOO,- 
OOO pupils and teachers study the-e lo­ 
gons weekly. 
The break came recently, 
w hen 
the 
international 
committee 
considered favorably two propositions 
made by the Sunday school editoral as­ 
sociation, as follows: 
1. We favor a separate course of les­ 
sons for one year, for beginners in Bible 
study of six years old and nuder, and 
we will, heartily co-operate w ith your 
committee iu m aking a success of such ^ 
series as you may propose. 
2. From our knowledge of the field 
and the demands of many bible students 
wo believe th at there should be prepared 
a two-years course of study at least, 
this should be topical and historical for 
adult or senior classes. 
W e think the 
tim es ripe for such a course, aud request 
your committee to provide the same in 
such a way as will not interfere w ith 
the present international plan. 
The international committee accord­ 
ingly named committees of its num ber 
to undertake the preparation of these 
new courses. 
The Sunday School Editorial associa­ 
tion is something new, having been or­ 
ganized last week. 
It is composed of 
editors of Sunday school periodicals, 
prim ary and other writers. 
Among the 
the boards represented in its member­ 
ship are the Presbyterian, north and 
south, the Methodist, north and south, 
the Baptist, north and south, the Cum­ 
berland Presbyterian, the Congregation­ 
al, the U nited ^Brethren and several 
private publishers. 
The president of it 
is M. C. Hazard of the Congregational 
board of Boston. 
There is to be held in this city as soon 
as possible a conference of prim ary w rit­ 
ers of Sunday school lessons. 
In the 
past the members of the international 
comm ittee have received suggestions 
from many quarters about the makeup 
of their scries of lessons, but complaint 
is still made that suggestions have not 
been heeded because 
made w ith no 
common purpose. 
Now the committee 
has asked these w riters to come to­ 
gether, agree upon their r ("commenda­ 
tions and present the same. 
The w rit­ 
ers will come1 from Canada aud from 
every board in his country. 


M anila, April 20.—Tho following is 
A guinaldo^ address to tho Filipino peo­ 


ple: 
“ I believe I ain not in error in pre­ 
sum ing that the unhappy fate to which 
nil’ adverse fortune has led me, is not 
a surprise to those who havo been 
fam iliar w ith the progress of the war. 
The lessons taught w ith a full meaning 
aud which have recently come to my 
knowledge suggest w ith 
irresistable 
force th at a complete term ination of 
hostilities and lasting peace are not only 
desirable, but absolutely essential to 
the welfare of the Philippine islands. 
'•Tho Filipinos have never been dis­ 
mayed at their weakness nor have they 
faltered in following the path pointed 
out by their fortitude and courage. The 
tim e has come, however, in w hich they 
find their advance along this path to be 
imploded by an irresistible force, which, 
while it restrains them , yet enlightens 
their minds and opens to them another 
course, presenting them the canso of 
peace. 
This cause has been joyfully 
embraced by the m ajority of my fellow 
countrym en, who havo already united 
around the glorious sovereign banner of 
the U nited States. 
In this banner they 
repose their trust and belief th at under 
its protection the Filipino people will 
attain those promised liberties which 
they are beginning to eujoyr 
“ The country has declared unm istak­ 
ably in favor of peace. So be it. 
There 
has been enough blood, enough tears 
and enough desolation. 
This wish can­ 
not be ignored by the men still in arms 
if they are anim ated by a desire to 
servo our noble peoplo w hich has thus 
clearly m anifested its will. 
So they re­ 
spect this will and now th at it is known 
to me, after m ature deliberation I reso­ 
lutely proclaim to the world w hat I can­ 
not refuse to hoed, the voice of a people 
longing for peace, nor the lam entations 
of thousands of fam ilies yearning to see 
their dear ones enjoying the liberty and 
the promised generosity of tho great 
A inert can nation. 
“ By acknow ledging and accepting the 
sovereignty of 
the 
U nited 
States 
throughout the Philippine archipelago 
as I now do and w ithout reservation, 
whatsoever, I believe I am serving thee, 
my beloved country. 
May happiness 
be th in e.” 
To signallize this im portant step in 
the pacification of the country General 
M ac A rthur orders the release on sw ear­ 
ing allegiance to the U nited States of 
1000 insurgent prisoners.
